Sebastian Peake, Camberwell resident, wine 
merchant, and son of celebrated artist and author 
Mervyn Peake shares the secrets of his attic, 
and his childhood, with Shannon Denny 


F or over 40 years, Sebastian 
Peake has had an exciting 
career as a wine merchant. 
This is a man who's shared rose 
with Miles Davis; his clients have 
ranged from rock stars to private 
clubs; and yesterday he secured 
a new account with a soon-to- 
open restaurant in Denmark Hill. 

But importing wine is not the 
Camberwell resident's only 
vocation, as his jammed 2011 
diary proves. It is the centenary 
of his late father's birth, and 
when your dad happens to have 
been a celebrated artist, 
illustrator, poet and author, a 
certain amount of responsibility 
goes along with the role of son. 

The Gormenghast trilogy is 
Mervyn Peake's best-known 
contribution, a timeless, beloved 
series that has been translated 
into over 30 languages, but the 
senior Peake was also a prolific 
writer of children's books, 
nonsense verse, plays and 


poetry. On top of that he 
worked as a war artist, painter 
and illustrator, creating 
idiosyncratic interpretations 
of classics including Treasure 
Island, Alice's Adventures in 
Wonderland, Hunting of the 
Snark and Bleak House. 

Consider that his life was cut

short by Parkinson's disease - 
he died at the age of 57 - and 
the legacy becomes even more 
significant. Sebastian became 
involved in preserving and 
promoting this legacy upon his 
mother's death in 1983, and in 
the past year alone he's given 
over 30 talks on his father, 



appearing everywhere from 
the British Library to the 
Cheltenham Literary Festival. 

On the day that we speak, 
he's packing his bags to open 
an exhibition in France. 

His siblings Clare and Fabian 
participated in the centenary 
too, helping to feed the public's 
hunger for their father's 
creativity. But as the eldest, 
Sebastian admits his memories 
of his dad are perhaps the 
longest and deepest of the 
three. "They are involved and 
they love the work and they 
greatly admire their father," he 
says. "But I think they probably 
think I'm a bit touched to put all 
this tremendous energy into it." 

He is the author of A Child of 
Bliss, an account of growing up 
with his unusually gifted parents, 
and has just completed a longer, 
more detailed book exploring 
the topic titled In the Shadow 
of Genius. "I was taken to

kindergarten by Dylan Thomas, 
who used to tell me stories as 
we were walking along. It's not 
the lot of an average person," 
he concedes. "And then I'd 
come back and go in to my 
parents, and there's Graham 
Greene with Augustus John 
in our sitting room." 

Sebastian's stories of his 
upbringing are as heart-warming 
as they are unique. "I think of 
my memories, the best are of 
Sark." This tiny Channel Island 
became home to the Peake 
family when Mervyn joined 
an artists' colony there in the 
1940s. "When we moved in, it 
had been the headquarters of 
the German occupation force. 
On all the doors were German 
signs - you know, 'Interrogation 
Room' and whatever the other 
rooms were." 

At the age of six, Sebastian 
divided his time between 
archery practice in the garden, 


his pet donkey and a growing 
entrepreneurial spirit. 

"I persuaded my dad to buy 
a cart from a local farmer," he 
recalls. "I attached our donkey 
Judy to the cart, and I stood at 
the top of the harbour hill when 
the day-trippers came over from 
Guernsey. I got them to get on 
the cart, charged them 2/6d, 
took them all around the island, 
then brought them back in time 
to walk down the hill to get 
back on the boat to Guernsey." 

But it's not only family 
memories that Sebastian has 
been able to deliver to Peake 
admirers this year; a chance 
discovery in the Clapham home 
he previously shared with his 
daughters and former wife 
paved the way for publication 
of a lost novel - a new 
instalment in the Gormenghast 
series titled Titus Awakes. 

"My middle daughter had her 
second son about two years ago 


and she wanted to find some 
clothes for him, which had been 
put in a box in the attic. She 
found the clothes, but then she 
looked further into the attic at 
all the things that had been put 
up there in 1981 when we 
moved in. They'd never been 
looked at, never been touched. 
And there at the bottom of one 
of the hundreds of boxes were 
my mother's original four black 
exercise books in which she had 
written Titus Awakes ." 

Sebastian's mother, Maeve 
Gilmore, had found among her 
late husband's papers what 
looked to be the beginning 
of a Gormenghast sequel. 

She wrote the manuscript 
based on these notes. After 
the attic discovery, the book 
was released by Vintage to 
coincide with the centenary. 

The 100-year celebrations will 
last right up to the end of 2011, 
with the final instalment taking 


place in Camberwell this month, 
when the Blue Elephant Theatre 
stages Trumpety Trump: 

Noah's Ark, Mervyn Peake's 
reinterpretation of the Bible 
tale. Sebastian, who will give 
a talk following the matinee 
on 20 December, credits the 
theatre as "a tiny but 
enthusiastic team of people". 

To date they've already staged 
two of Peake's 13 plays. "Now 
they're putting on a third one. 
Maybe they'll go all the way 
to the 13th, who knows?" he 
muses. In any event, it seems 
likely his calling as keeper of his 
father's legacy will continue to 
put up fierce competition with 
the vineyards and wine cellars 
for his time.

Mark Kebble catches up with 
Jason Gale to get the insider info 
from the second London Lifestyle 


S ettling down for a glass of wine on the 
fifth floor of Aqua Spirit in Soho is an 
apt place to meet with the London 
Lifestyle Awards founder, Jason Gale. 

Behind the bar is a London Lifestyle Award 
for Best Bar in 2010 - the fact that this 
sensational venue lost out to a grittier east 
London opponent in this year's awards 
suggests the level of competition in the 
capital. For Jason, however, that's exactly 
the reason why London remains the best 
city in the world... 

The difficult 'second' event 

Archant London, this magazine's parent 
company, instantly connected with Jason's 
vision of creating an awards ceremony that 
celebrated the capital's diversity and were 
impressed with what was achieved in 2010. 
"I was aware of the fact that there were a 
lot of people that came the first year and 
I didn't want to just repeat the process. 

I wanted them to come into the room and 
think that we had moved on," Jason says. 
"The feedback I have received suggests 
we achieved that." 

October 7 was the date when London's 
finest converged on the Riverbank Park 
Plaza for the second London Lifestyle 


Awards, with guest numbers clearly up 
and a smoother ceremony, presided over 
by radio presenter and comic, Greg Burns. 

The riots and London's spirit 

Just two weeks before Jason and his team 
hosted a special shortlist party, London 
was brought to a standstill by widespread 
rioting. As the troubles gathered pace, so 
journalists from all corners approached the 
London Lifestyle Awards team for comment. 
"We talk about London all year long and our 
love for it, and it's good that people wanted 
to know what we thought about it. 

"It was a very disturbing thing to happen, 
but good has come out of it. What we saw 
in those weeks is so many people 
celebrating London. On Twitter people 
changed their icons to 'I Love London' and 
you saw a lot of T-shirts on the streets 
saying just that. We call it the Blitz mentality 
and long may it continue. When somebody 
does try to fight against our lifestyle, we go, 
'Actually, no, you are not going to do that. 
We are stronger than you'." 

This spirit was apparent all over the 
capital, particularly in Ealing, where a 
massive post-riot clean-up operation got 


underway. Clapham Junction, Peckham and 
Brixton too, saw hoards of broom-weilding 
volunteers take to the streets to help. 

The highlight 

To accentuate the fact the majority of 
Londoners stood up for what was right, 
one of the highlights of the 2011 London 
Lifestyle Awards linked directly back to the 
rioting: "Pauline Pearce," Jason smiles. 

The 'Hackney Heroine' became a media 
sensation for standing up to rioters on her 
own. "When I saw Pauline Pearce doing 
that, I realised she was trying to protect 
a particular London lifestyle and I felt she 
needed rewarding." 

Guest of honour at the show, the London 
Lifestyle Awards team laid on all the works 
for Pauline ahead of the event - but then 
Jason was stopped in his tracks. "I saw her 
singing on BBC London News one night 
and she had an amazing voice," he explains. 
Jason gave Pauline the stage and her 
singing received a standing ovation from 
all at the event. "Sinitta [a major supporter 
of the awards] heard her sing and was 
incredibly impressed, and she has since 
had a meeting with Pauline to discuss how 
to progress her music career." 
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Surprise, surprise 

"Hootananny was a big surprise for me 
because I don't know Brixton that well," 
Jason says when our discussion turns to 
the overall winners. Walking away with 
the award for best Live Music Venue of 
the Year, beating the likes of the 02, it 
also showed how in its second year the 
London Lifestyle Awards has spread its 
wings. "Last year the old favourites were 
getting talked about time and time again 
- Hootananny didn't even get nominated. 
In 2011 a music club down in Brixton 
gets nominated and ends up winning." 

Some 187,000 people voted for their 
personal winners, up 87,000 on last year, 
and whereas central London dominated 
in 2010, the likes of Hootananny and north 
London-based Bolongaro Trevor made 
an appearance. "Fifty years ago if you 
wanted great food, great theatre, or great 
coffee, you had to be in central London," 
Jason reflects. "Now you don't - we have 
neighbourhoods that produce world class 
restaurants." 

On that note, we'd like to say 
congratulations to Jacks Tea & Coffee 
House in East Dulwich for being shortlisted 
for the Coffee Shop of the Year award.

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This month, the Peckham-based cooking enthusiasts 
at Keston Kitchen tackle the task of creating a home 
cooked Christmas dinner to remember 


C hristmas in the Keston 

Kitchen is fun. Each year 
we squeeze as many 
friends and family as possible 
into the kitchen and lounge 
so that we can enjoy a feast 
together. People arrive with all 
sorts - from crackers and piping 
hot sprouts and bacon to wine 
and port. If we're still going 
strong into the night we try to 
usher everyone out to our local, 
The Gowlett - the prefect end 
to a day of festivity and feasting. 

As there are four of us, we have 
a plethora of traditional tried- 
and-tested recipes, so here are 
some of our top tips for a really 
delicious Christmas dinner. 

Taming the bird 

Put plenty of butter under the 
skin of the turkey and cover 
him in bacon. Initially cook on 
his side as this keeps the breast 
meat juicy. Crisp up the bacon 
towards the end when he's the 


right way up! We always get 
our meat from William Rose on 
Lordship Lane, they supply great 
free-range meat from farms local 
to us in south east London, and 
if you have a cooking question, 
they always have the answer! 

Get it stuffed 

Whether in or out of the bird, 
you've got to have great 
stuffing. Follow a traditional 
pork, sage and onion stuffing 
recipe (sausagemeat, sage 
leaves, white bread, onion and 
water) and then play around 
a bit - I like adding fruit, so 
cranberries or apricots would 
have to make an appearance. 
Alternatively if you want a 
veggie stuffing remove the 
sausagemeat and add some 
chopped chestnuts... 

The cranberry sauce 

A must have with your turkey, 
and homemade really beats 
bought. Here's a quick recipe: 


Bring to the boil 250g of 
cranberries, lOOg of caster 
sugar and the zest of 1 orange 
plus 4tbsp of the juice. Simmer 
for about 10 minutes until it 
thickens, then remove from the 
heat and stir in 4tbsp of port. 

Hamming it up 

Over the years we have become 
very attached to making a 
Christmas ham (possibly my 
favourite piece of the Christmas 
dinner puzzle). As we're all 
originally from the West 
Country, our advice is boil the 
ham in cider before roasting 
it with a marmalade or quince 
glaze - it will give it a lovely 
subtle sweetness. As we're all 
originally from the West Country, 
our advice is boil the ham in 
cider before roasting it with a 
marmalade or quince glaze.

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C hristmas is a time for 
celebration. One way 
of ensuring this is by 
selecting the best wines. 

Fizz is always popular with 
friends and with careful 
selection needn't be too 
expensive.

Turkey itself is light in flavour, 
but when served with stuffing, 
sausages and bacon, all sorts 
of spicy, herby, salty and meaty 
flavours are thrown into the mix, 
making a match more complex. 

I find pinot noir wines, 
especially those from the new 
world countries of New Zealand, 
Chile and the USA's Pacific 
North West, work well. The 
delicate cherry flavour of the 
pinot grape is given a spicy lift 
from a period of ageing in an

oak barrel. From Chile, try the 
Santa Rita Medalla Real Leyda 
Valley Pinot Noir 2008 (£10.99, 
Laithwaites); a rich, ripe, dark 
cherry and cinnamon spice- 
flavoured wine that is full bodied 
with a smoothly elegant finish. 

Sauvignon blanc wines from 
New Zealand are nearly always 
welcome. Green flavours of 
asparagus, freshly cut grass and 
gooseberries are balanced with 
tropical notes of passion fruit. 
This is all wrapped up in a slice 
of fresh lime. One to look out 
for is The Ned (£9.99, Waitrose 
and Majestic) - it's a cracker. 
Pass me the smoked salmon 
please...

Tom's top trends 
in tipples for 2012 

This year has seen the emergence 
of a number of trends in the 
drinks market that will likely 
gather momentum in 2012. 

One of the most talked about 
has been the rise of the ‘natural’ 
wine movement. Natural wines 
are those made with minimum 
intervention from the winemaker. 
Sounds like a good idea: no 
chemicals and only wild yeasts 
(as opposed to yeast cultures) 
must be a good thing, yes? 

Maybe not. 

Since there is no definition 
of a ‘natural’ wine there is huge 
variation in quality. The good 
ones tend to be very good; 
the bad ones undrinkable. My 
advice is to try before you buy. 

Another healthy trend is the 
move to produce lower alcohol 
wines, based on the interesting 
concept of having a glass of 
wine at lunch and still working 
in the afternoon. The Doctors 
range of wines, a Sauvignon 
Blanc and a Riesling, both from 
the Marlborough region are 
certianly no ‘skinny latte’ option; 
they are full-fat flavour, with a 
light note. Both around £12 from 
Adnams Cellar and Kitchen. 

Sparkling, chilled red wines are 
really starting to come into their 
own, too, as are lighter styles of 
Australian wines. New regions 
such as the Elqui and Leyda 
Valleys in Chile, which are only 
five to eight years old, will be 
top of the list for retail and 
hospitality buyers in 2012. 
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Feast are supporters of their local high street and encourage all Feast visitors to use the great 
selection of local businesses on Norwood Road/Knights Hill - together we can live local, love local.

New headmaster 
for Rosemead 
Preparatory School 


A high-flying headmaster has been 

appointed at Rosemead Preparatory School 
in Thurlow Park Road, SE21, following the 
retirement of Mrs Catherine Brown after 
eight highly successful years building its 
reputation as a leading Dulwich school. 

Arthur Bray has a wealth of experience 
in independent education, not least as a 
headmaster for 26 years. He is Chairman 
of the Independent Schools Association 
(ISA), director of the Independent Schools 
Council (ISC), and has spent many years 
as a trained inspector for the Independent 
Schools Inspectorate (ISI). 

At a recent Rosemead parents' forum, 
Arthur said: "I have known of Rosemead 
through working with Cathie Brown and 
her predecessor, Rosemary Lait, as part of 
my work for the Independent Schools 1 
Association, and have long admired the 
school from afar. 

"I have been impressed by the value- 
added that it has achieved for its children 
as evidenced by its excellent record of 
scholarship and exhibition entries to senior 
schools. I also sit on the Inspections 
Committee and have followed Rosemead's 
progress with interest. The last ISI inspection 
report, given the encouraging number of 
excellents and outstandings, places it in a 
superior category." 

Arthur told parents that preparing 
children for secondary school was vital, but 
it was only one part of the role of schools 
such as Rosemead: "I believe we have to 
aim to go far beyond that. Schools need 
to provide an holistic preparation for life, 
viewing every child as a multi-faceted being. 

"We have to give children the tool kit 
with which to build successful and fulfilled 
lives, focusing on the academic, the 
aesthetic, the artistic, the physical, the 
cultural, the emotional; the list goes on 
and on. This has to be within the framework 
of the technology now available to us. We 
are told that by 2018 the computer will be 
more powerful than the human brain and 
we need to prepare our children to live in 
such a world." 


Although children had to be able to rise 
to the challenges of tomorrow, they needed 
to "appreciate the traditions and values 
that have led us to where we are today". 

"This preparation has to be a triangulated 
partnership between child, parents and 
school. That starts as an almost horizontal 
line with the child at the centre, the parents 
at one end and the school at the other. In 
time, an isosceles triangle emerges with 
the child at the apex, supported by the 
school and parents. Eventually that transforms 
into a vertical line with the child at the top." 

When asked about private tutoring, 
Arthur said parents needed to recognise 
that the only people who really gained 
were the tutors and private agencies 
springing up all over London. 

"In most cases it is not necessary, but 
parents choose to do so because they 
believe it will give their child an edge in 
the entrance examination; which it does, 
because it is in effect a cramming process. 
I have always encouraged parents to see 
that if a child is crammed to an artificial 
level to gain entry to a school, the process 
will have to continue for the duration of 
the child's time there. In my view, it is far 
better to choose a school where a child 
will be performing in the middle of a 
cohort as one can then aspire to the top 
and work towards it. If one is struggling at 
the bottom, it is almost impossible to 
aspire to the top." 

Arthur Bray takes up his appointment in 
January, becoming Rosemead's fifth head 
teacher as the school celebrates 70 years 
of success in Dulwich. ■

Gardening author, presenter 
and West Dulwich resident 
Matthew Wilson on our 
peculiar relationhip with 
Christmas foliage 


T here is something very 

particular, and rather peculiar, 
about our relationship with 
plants at Christmas time. For one 
thing, it is the only time of year when 
we bring entire trees, or significant 
bits of trees, into our homes. And 
then there is the whole suite of plants 
we make room for; Christmas cacti, 
poinsettia, holly, ivy and mistletoe. 
While Christmas trees, cacti and 
poinsettia are all fairly recent additions 
to the festive scene - the Christmas 
tree, famously, being popularised 
by Prince Albert, who imported the 
tradition from his native Germany 
- we have a much older relationship 
with mistletoe and holly. 

Holly is just one of a handful of 
native evergreen plants, and in winter 


the female plants are, of course, 
covered in berries, so it isn't difficult 
to imagine that our prehistoric 
forefathers would have considered the 
combination of everlasting life and 
blood red berries noteworthy, and 
therefore celebrated holly as a special 
plant. Fortunately you don't need to 
invite a bunch of Druids around to 
your garden to be able to appreciate 
the qualities of holly as a garden 
plant; there are plenty of wonderful 
species and hybrids, including many 
that are suitable for a smaller garden 
such as Ilex crenata Golden King. 

Mistletoe's modern role as a plant 
to lock lips beneath also has ancient 
ethnobotanical roots, as a plant 
associated with fertility. Mistletoe 
is a parasitic plant, growing in great 


evergreen orbs in the tree canopy 
of those species it favours. It is spread 
in a very specific way; birds eating 
the white berries end up with beaks 
coated in seed stuck fast with the 
gluey juice from the berry. These are 
then dislodged by the bird wiping its 
beak on the branches of trees, and 
providing the seed is viable, wiped 
off in the right spot (beneath rather 
than on top of the branch) and on 
the right species of tree, there is 
a chance it might take and grow. 
Needless to say, it is a bit trickier to 
replicate all those factors and establish 
it in a south London garden - which 
is a shame for those of us with 
a passion for puckering up.

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Agent speaks 

Nothing beats that personal touch, 
writes Roy Brooks' Felicity Blair 



F riends ask me how I feel about 
the emergence of online 
agencies. With the invasion of 
Facebook into all areas of our lives 
will property end up being sold in 
internet chat rooms? I think not. 
Skimping on a good agent to market 
your property properly and uphold 
your interests during the sale process 
is an economy that can cost more 
than it saves. 

Tesco burst onto the market in 
March 2007 offering to sell homes 
for £195. A year later, they sold to 
Spicerhaart, retaining just an 
'association'. Trading under the 
name iSold.co.uk and ensconced in 
Essex, they re-launched in March 
2010 with fixed fees of £999. Today, 
despite claims of recognition at 
'prestigious national awards' they are 
displaying only 13 properties for sale 
in London and fees have gone up to 
£1,499 (rising faster than bankers' 
bonuses), but you do get 5,000 
Clubcard points on completion! 

Some 40 more online agents have 
followed, and clearly they have found 
some customers. With headquarters 
located all over the country, some 
assist with the provision of property 
details, few offer accompanied 
viewings, some provide assistance 
with progression (or it's an optional 
extra). But why are on-liners not 
really impacting on the high street? 
Because most vendors realise there 


is more to selling a house than 
whacking pictures and plans on the 
www, crossing your fingers and 
hoping for guidance from a call 
centre in Colchester! 

First there's professional 
presentation. Our photographer (de 
rigeur wide-angle lens, filters and 
lighting) can be with you tomorrow. 
Write-ups are crucial, since you only 
have two lines on a portal listing to 
hook the browser in. On the next 
copy deadline, you could be in the 
local glossy lifestyle magazine. An 
appropriate strategy for some 
properties may be to have a launch 
or an open day concentrating keen 
interest into a few short hours. 

Next, there are the viewings and 
the truth is that buyers do not want 
to be escorted around a home by 
the vendor extolling the virtues of his 
wine cellar or integrated dishwasher. 
Viewers are more relaxed when 
properties are seen in the buff with 
vendors gone for a walk. They feel 
free to talk about what they might 
do differently. 

Then there are offers. A buyer 
does not want to have to negotiate 
direct with the vendor, it gets 
emotional. Besides, it's easy for an 
agent to say, ''That's an unwisely 
opportunist starting point. If you 
really are interested in the property 
and would like to be taken 
seriously..." and inform them that 


they are up against other serious 
interest. A good agent will try hard 
to engineer for two offers to come 
along together. The resulting 
negotiation can cover their fees in 
one fell swoop. 

A sale is agreed, now mortgage 
companies, surveyors and solicitors 
get involved. How long should it take 
to get a surveyor over? How long 
should a mortgage offer take? What 
happens when someone in the chain 
tries to hold others to ransom on 
timing - or worse, when your chain 
falls apart? 

Where you have people involved 
in the greatest single financial 
transaction of their lives, you have 
the words emotional, irrational, 
greedy, selfish and uncompromising 
springing to mind. Someone has to 
navigate both parties through the 
mire. An agent is only really as good 
as its staff. So when looking for an 
agency to represent you, consider 
the following: 

• Don't be seduced by the agency's 
front man - it could be the last time 
you see him. 

• Drop into the shop and meet the 
team - you're potentially entering a 
long relationship. 

• Communication takes time, and 
you need a team with time.
